ARE SHINGLED 
ROOFS TO BE 

OUTLAWED
State Housing Act, I

Passed, Will Bar
Wood Shingles

An interesting little booklet n 
cently issued by the executh 
committee of the California Lun 
bermen of San Francisco contains 
concise and well written artic 
on the necessity, from their poin 
ot view, of voting "no" on the pro 
posed Housing Act, No. 6 on th 
official ballot for the Novembe 
elections.

Referring to the Act regard 
the use of shingles for roofing p«. 
poses and the intent of the Act t 
prohibit- their further uso in Cal 
fornia, the authors under the face 
tious heading "A Woodpile Wrap 
ped Around a Nigger" quote 
proposed law, as follows:

"Every wooden Building hereaft 
ter erected in every incorporate 
town, city or. city and country, shal 
^iave the exterior walls thereof am 
roofs thereon constructed of th 
same kind of materials and in th< 
same manner hereinbefore provide! 
for semi-fireproof buildings.

"The roofs of every semi-fire 
proof building shall be constructee 
of approved incombustible mater 
ials or be well covered with in ap 
proved composition, fire-resistive 01 
fire-retardent material."

Unquestionably, says the writer 
the effect of these two provisions 
if they become law, will he to pro 
hibit the use of shingles for roofs 
not merely in the congested dis­ 
tricts of cities, but also in uncon- 
gested residence sections, suburbs, 
;owns and villages. There is noth- 
ng in the act which modifies in 

any way this blanket prohibition of 
what is, by common admission, one 
of the most efficient and durable 
building materials used for roofs

California is the fourth largest 
producer and the third largest use 
of shingles in the United States.

Most important of all, the small 
taxpayers and prospective home- 

! builders do not want on the statute- 
' books a law the effect of which 
would increase the already high 
cost of home ctfnstruction and raise 
rents.

Lumbermen have long advocated 
the passage of city and state regula­ 
tory measures which would enforce 
higher standards of building prac­ 
tice and reduce the fire hazard. 
This is a different matter, however, 
from a blanket law which applies 
equally to congested and uncongest- 
ed districts, an which picks out for 
unjust discrimination a type of 
roofing material which, as the r»- 
cords plainly show, -is a very m.im 
factor in the cause of fires.

Anti-shingle legislation operate 
as a special tax on the small hpme 
builder, who naturally wants 
shingle roof on his home becaus 
it is the most attractive and' th 
most durable roof he can get for i 
reasonable price. ' The number am 
variety of substitute roofings tha 
have recently come on the marfce 
are endless. But unless the home 
builder pays from twice to three 
times the cost of a good shingle 
root, he can get nothing that com 
pares with it either in appearanc 
or in durability.

"Of course, I was not familiar 
with the provision when the State 
Housing Act was passed by the last 
Legislature and signed by Governor 
Stephens. Had I known about it 
at the time, I should have repudla 
ted it both as a member of the Stati 
Immigration and Housing Commis 
sion and as a citizen.

"The shingle industry is one of 
the greatest industries of Californ­ 
ia, and I protest against the intent 
to destroy it.

"Every community in California 
has laws and ordinances to safe­ 
guard It against the hazard of fire. 
This attempted abolition of the 
shingle was not necessary as anti- 
fire precaution.

"The' State Immigration and 
Housing Commission, of which I 
am a member, has already gone on 
record in this matter, and I am 
glad to make it clear that my' po­ 
sition is quite In accord with that 
of the State Immigration and Hous­ 
ing Commission as a whole."

When tha anti-shingle joker was 
discovered in the roofing provision 
of the State Housing Act, the lum­ 
bermen of California held the law 
up by referendum. This referen-' 
dum must be decided at the genera) j 
election in November. It will be I 
No. 5 on the ballot. |

"I would advise every person to 
rote no on the State Housing Act 
 eferendum," Archbishop Hanna 
:oncluded, "and save the shingle in­ 

dustry of California."

San Francisco, Oct. 20.  Arc 
bishop Edward J. Hanna, a membei 
of the State Immigration and Hous­ 
ing Commission, repudiates the State 
Housing Act both as a commissionei 
and as' a citizen animated by the 
spirit of fair play. Archbishop 
Hunna is opposed to thn effort he- 
ing made through the State Housing 
Act to outlaw the shingles as roof- 
Ing material in California. His in­ 
dividual position la strictly in ac­ 
cord with the stand taken by the
State Immigration and 
Commision as a whole.

Through UB executive officer, K. 
W. Kearny, the State Immigration 
and Housing Commission has gone 
on record as planning a new houa- 
lug luw wherein the ban on shing­ 
les will be removed. Paul Schar- 
renburg, secretary of the State 
Immigration and Housing Commis­ 
sion, has written a report exposing 
the harmful features of the State 
Housing Ae.t and .urging Its defeat 

The introduction of the anti- 
shingle provision into the State 
Housing Act has resulted in the 
State Immigration and Housing 

Commission, and its members indi­ 
vidually, notably Archbishgp Hau- 
la, repudiating and denouncing 
the law under which they were 
asked to conduce their official 
unctloKs. This is a strange situa­ 

tion, but It serves to empnusizo the 
fact that, the aiitl-sbingle provision 
w^is slipped into the State Housing 
Act entirely .without their know­ 
ledge.

Aqueduct Again
Supplies Power

Damages being repaired, the aq­ 
ueduct is again furnishing suffi- 
ient water to supply its power 

plants, after having been greatly 
educed in capacity for about forty 
ays. The first break in the aque- 
uct occurred between the Haiwee 
eservoir and the Fairmont reservoir 
n August 19, at which time water 
roiro the closed conduit system 
roke out. The secon^d, due to a 
loudburst, clogged the open ditch 
bove the Haiwee reservoir com- 
letely cutting off the supply from 
>wens River. This impaired- the 
enerating capacity of the city 
lants in the San Francisquito Can­ 
on, as there was not sufficient wa- 
er to drive them to their normal 
apacity.

The contract between the city 
nd the Southern Caifornia Edison 
ompany made It possible to turn 
lis load over to the Edison com- 
iny to furnish from its steam 
lants. This saved the lighting 
tuation on the streets, business 
ouses arid residences of Los Ange- 
s, which would have otherwise 
een in partial or total darkness, 
nd kept factories going and the 
heels of industry turning. 
It is estimated that the two 

 eakd caused a loss of about one- 
welfth of the annual electric out- 

,ut of the city's aqueduct power 
plants.
